S:haftian’s, with many other Englith Prifoners, in order 
to lie ready for an Exchange for the Spanifh Prifoners in 
Eng'and ; many ot the Men have been forced into the 
Regiments, ans Ships Service of Spain, thro’ the Trea- 
chery of the Irith Officers at Sarragofia, who atter pro- 
curing Leave for fome of the ftoutelt Sailors to walk the 
Town, have mide them drunk under the Dilguife of 
Friendfhp, and fecretly clapping a Piece of Spanifh Mo- 
ney into ther Pockets, iwore they lifted voluntarily, and 
afterwards by Violence mounted them on Horfeback, and 
with their Feet chain’d under the Horfes Bellies convey’d 
them away to the Spanifh Regiments, or tothe Men of 
War. 

‘ That thofe Spanith IrifhOfficers frequently vifit the 
Prifons of the Eng'ith Prifoners, and are continually 
testing them to enter into the Spanifh Service, telling 
them, Gentlemen, You had as good enter voluntarily, 
or you wil! be torc’d to do it againit your Wills ina few 
Days, an Order from the King to this Purpofe will foon 
arrive; and upon fuch like Menaces fome have gone in- 
to the Foot-Service, being weary’d out with their long 
Imprifonment.

* That the King of England’s Bounty Money is of great 
Support to the untortunare Engiifh Sailors, who cannot 
expre{s their Gratitude too much to his Majefty, for this 
figna Favour, otherwile they mult ftarve, there being 
this Difference, that at Sc. Sebaftian’s they have oniy Wa- 
ter allow’d, and at Saragofla both Bread and Water. 

* That when he leit St Scbaflian’s, there were upwards 
of 600 Prifoners, who had then the Liberty of the Town 
within the Walls. 

* That the Night he made his Efcape, Capt. Ellis, Ro- 
bert Smith, and three other Sailors, alfo got over theWall ; 
but by the Fall the two former broke their Legs, who 
were taken up and Jaid down at the Gate. This 
he learn’d by tour other Sailors, who made their Efcape 
likewile the Night after, viz. Charles Wilfon fecond Mate 
to Capt. Richards; ——— Englith, another Mate; John 
Harrijon, and anorher Sailor. And that when 
they arriv’d at Bourdeaux, an Englifh Gentleman told 
them, a'l the Englith Prifoners were again thut up in the 
Prifons, fappofed on account of fome Englifhmen making 
their Eiopement.
